To the General Assembly of the Commonweal tli of Pennsylvania: 

Gentlemen: As required by the Act of Assembly, we submit here- 
with the Annual Keport of the Soldiers' Orphan Schools Commis- 
sion having charge of the schools authorized and established by the 
laws of the Commonwealth. 

This closes the forty-seventh year of the existence of these schools, 
and the twenty second year of their management by the Soldiers^ 
Orphan Schools Commission, under the* provisions of the Act of 
Assembly approved May 2.jth, 1880, and its supplements. 

During the past year the work of educating the wards of the State 
and preparing them to be good citizens, ready when discharged from 
the schools to be self-sustaining, has gone steadily forward. All 
the graduates now pass through the Industrial School, where their 
hands as well as their brains are trained for future usefulness; and 
it is the expectation of your Commission that within a year of this 
date all the pupils of the Soldieis' Orphan Schools will be assembled 
at the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School at Scotland, Pa., where 
X>ro vision will be made for them out of the appropriation for the two 
3^ears beginning June 1st, 1911. 

There are six hundred and thirty-three pupils now in the two 
schools, and in the following detailed report appears their names, 
date of birth, name of father, record of his service, etc. 

The schools have maintained their excellent condition during the 
past year and never were in better shape to produce good results 
than at the present time. The Superintendents of the two schools. 
Dr. M. B. Hughes at Chester Springs and William H. Stewart at 
the Industrial, are devoted to the work under their charge, and their 
account of the work which appears in detail in this Annual Eeport, 
shows the most gratifying results. 

The ex])ense attending the running of the schools is fully set forth 
in the Financial Eeport appended herewith, and we have used the 
greatest economy consistent with producing the best results in all 
the departments. 

The moral, educational and industrial training given to the chil- 
dren of these schools is fully up to the standard fixed by the most 
advanced educational and training thought of the land, and fills in 
full measure the requirements of the laws of Pennsylvania. The 
excellent sanitary condition of the buildings and property in charge 
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of the Commission is established by the significant fact that the death 
rate was so small where there are so many children. This condition 
is due to the efficiency of the physicians in charge, coupled with the 
unremitting oversight and watchful care of the Superintendents and 
employes of the schools. Physical and military training are im- 
portant factors in the formation of regular habits, and these two ele- 
ments are required at both schools. 

We would especially direct your attention to the fact that during 
the years that have passed since the organization of the Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools, nearly twenty thousand young men and women 
have received a thoroughly practical education in the several schools 
in charge of the Commission, have gone out to perform their part in 
the world's work, assuming, many of them, high and important 
positions in this and other States. Th« school has furnished experts 
from the different industrial departments at the Scotland School, 
such as machinists, draftsmen, telegraphers, stenographers and type- 
writers, etc., and many of the graduates of these schools are now 
filling high and honorable positions in the land, some of them being 
Judges of our Courts, Ministers of the Gospel, Presidents of manu- 
facturing concerns and employes of many of the vast and great manu- 
facturing enterprises of the State and Country. They have gone 
out into the world to perform their part in its work, and have as- 
sumed the problem of life with educated minds, trained hands and 
sound bodies, and to-day are valuable factors in the body politic in 
every part of our State, intluencing its laws, its customs, its profes- 
sions and every branch of its mechanical and industrial pursuits. 
Of this vast number, less than one per cent, has failed to profit by 
the bounty of the State, and the training received from the constant 
precept and practice while in these preparatory schools. 

The high character and efficiency of the Superinendents and their 
corps of assistants is highly commended by the Commission for the 
great work they have accomplished, and in conclusion, the Soldiers* 
Orphan Schools Commission earnestly invites every member of the 
General* Assembly, every Grand Army man, the press and clergy, as 
well as every citizen of the State at large, to visit these schools and 
see the magnificent work and the splendid results achieved by them. 
The schools are always open and ready for inspection. 

We herewith submit tabulated statements of all matters in any 
manner connected with the schools, together with itemized accounti^ 
of all moneys received and expended. Kespectfully submitted by 
order of the Commission.

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REPORTS OF SUPERINTENDENTS. 



CUKSTEK SPKINCJS S. O. SCHOOL. 



Chester Springs, Pa., June 30th, 1911. 
Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Gentlemen: I have tlie honor to submit the Twenty-first Annual 
Eeport of the Chester Springs Soldiers' Orphan School. 

On the occasion of our last report, June 30th, 1910, there were on 
our roll tlie names of 193 boys and 130 girls, a total of 323 pupils. 
During the year ending June 30th, 1911, there were admitted 54 
pupils, making a total on the roll during the year of 377. During 
the same period there were discharged by transfer to the Soldiers' 
Orphan Industrial School at Scotland, Pa., 116, and by order 6, 
making a total loss of 122 pupils, leaving on our roll June 30th, 1911, 
157 boys and 98 girls, a total of 255. 

Thanks to an All Wise Providence, no contagious disease nor epi- 
demic has visited our school during the entire year. We have had 
no serious illness, and when the statement is made that a school, 
with more than 375 children ranging in age from two years to 
fourteen, the time when children are subject to all the diseases inci- 
dent to childhood, an entire year has passed with the above record, 
ic must impress every one who reads this report, with the fact that 
a most vigilant care has been observed in regard to regularity, sani- 
tation and diet in order to accomplish this result. 

As usual all our holiday seasons were appropriately observed. 
The usual Sabbath services, Sunday School and preaching by the 
neighboring pastors, have been kept up during the year. 

Memorial Day was observed by the usual memorial services at 
Vincent Cemetery, where the graves of the Veterans and those of 
our own pupils who lie sleeping there were decorated with the beau- 
tiful flowers of springtime and a very interesting patriotic address 
delivered by the II(m. B. F. Hughes, of Philadelphia. 

Our annual commencement exercises were witnessed by a large 
number of citizens of tire neighborhood, by Hon. Levi G. McCauley 
and Col. James F. Morrison on the part of the Soldiers' Orphan Com- 
mission, by the Committee on Soldiers Orphan Schools of Genl. Geo. 
A. McCall Post, No. 31, G. A. R., of West Chester, Pa., accompanied 
by their wives, and a number of the comrades of the Post also accom- 
panied by their wives. 

As an evidence that the work done in every department of the 
school during the year has been as fruitful of success as that on any 
previous year, I desire to submit the report of the Committee of Genl. 
Geo. A. McCall Post, unanimously adopted by tb^ Po^t, which I trust 
anay be printed ^s a part of this report, 
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I shall not be personal In referring to the employes. Whatever 
snceess has been attained is due to the nnited efforts of all. 

In closing this report, I desire again to thank the members of the 
Soldiers' Orphan Commission for uniform courtesy and kindness 
during the year, and to attest once more their interest in making the 
children of their late comrades comfortable and happy, having re- 
fused nothing asked for, which would in any way add to their wel- 
fare. Hon. L. G. McCauley, Vice-President of the Commission, has 
visited us several times during the year with the view of having a 
personal knowledge of the management and needs of the school, and. 
has been most helpful with advice and suggestions.

At a stated meeting of this Post, held this day, the following report 
was presented and read: 

^'We, the undersigned, members of this Post's Standing Committee 
on Soldiers' Orphan Schools, having in our official capacity, attended 
the Annual Commencement Exercises of the Soldiers' Orphan School 
at Chester Springs, Chester County, Penna., held on Tuesday, the 
20th instant, do respectfully report: 

'•'That in company with several other persons, citizens of this Bor- 
ough, we were conveyed to Chester Springs in carriages. We started 
at about eight o'clock A. M. The weather was most favorable, and 
the roads in excellent condition, and the trip was altogether en- 
joyable. 

"We reached the school at about ten o'clock A. M. The pupils 
were in line and welcomed us with a "Salute," and with music ren- 
dered by the Boys' Band connected with the School. 

"The healthy and neat appearance of the pupils impressed all 
visitors, and, added to that, was the very evident interest exhibited 
by the children in all that related to the occasion. 

"Various drills and military evolutions followed, all of which 
were performed with great precision, giving evidence of the efficiency 
of the training they had received from Dr. M. B. Hughes, Superin- 
tendent, and other instructors, a feature that was peculiarly gratify- 
ing to us, inasmuch as our Comrade, Major Beekman, has an im- 
portant part therein, as the Military Instructor of the School. 

"At the noon hour a generous dinner was furnished alike to pupils, 
teachers and guests, and there, in the commodious, well-lighted, well- 
ventilated, well-equipped and well-managed Dining Room, we had 
another opportunity for observing and studying the bright and happy 
faces of the pupils, and the marked decorum that was at all times 
conspicuous. 
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"During the afternoon there were additional drills, notably a ^Fire 
Drill/ which served to show the promptness and reliability the boys 
can be depended ui>on to exhibit in emergencies. 

"Your Committee remained throughout the afternoon, and partook 
of the evening meal, and then returned to West Chester, where we 
arrived at about eight o'clock P. M. 

''We desire to make our rej)ort as brief as possible, and hence have 
avoided unnecessary detail, but we feel that we would omit an im- 
portant feature if we failed to describe the condition of the school 
grounds and buildings. They are in excellent order, showing vigi- 
lant care on the part of those who are in charge. The sanitary 
conditions of the place are excellent, and the health of the inmates 
may be appropriately described as phenomenally good. And above 
fill, we desire to testify to the evidence furnished of the loyalty of 
the pu])ils to the work engaged in, and to those who are prominent 
in that work. They evince a high appreciation of what is being done 
for them in advancing them to honorable and useful citizenship. 
They show marked attachment to and respect for Dr. Hughes, and 
are happy, hopeful and healthful. 

"The occasion, moreover, served to demonstrate the high regard 
entertained by the community of the school, and the work it has 
done and is doing.

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SOLDIERS' ORPHANS' INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 



Scotland, Pa., June 30, 1911. 
•Commission of Soldiers' Orphans' Schools, Harrisburg, Pa.: 

Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith the sixteenth 
-annual report of the Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

At the closing of the school term, June 30 th, 1910, there were some 
improvements not finished that were started during the previous 
jear. The most important being the removal of the last two boilers 
in the power plant, and installing the two new ones to complete the 
plant with four new and improved boilers of the Horizontal Tubular 
Type, 6G inches in diameter by 18 feet long, to stand a safe working 
pressure of 125 pounds per square inch. In due time this work was 
<^ompleted and inspected by the Hartford Boiler Inspection and In- 
surance Co., in which company the boilers are insured, and found to 
be fully up to the standard and in accordance with the specifications. 

Another improvement in the boiler room made during .the year 
was the walling off of the coal room from the boiler room, and also 
building a pump room, this reduced the dust in the Boiler, Engine 
and Pump Room to a minimum when unloading coal, making it more 
pleasant for the Engineer and pupils in that department, and pro- 
tecting the machinery, which w^as very necessary, as it is of the 
greatest im])ortance in j.rolongiiig the life of machinery to keep it 
free from dust and dirt. Another improvement in the power plant 
was the installing a new and up-to-date Storage Hot Water Heater, 
300-gallon capacity, suitable for a consumption of 6000 gallons per 
liour. 

Another important improvement made in the past year was the 
changing the method of pumping water for the school from steam 
to electric driven pumps. 

Formerly the pumping plant consisted of two steam boilers and 
two steam pumps. These were left just as they were and can be 
used in case of any trouble with the new electric motor or pump. 
The new outfit consists of a Goulds triplex outside packed 
plunger pump. Plungers 8 inches by 10 inches stroke driven by a 25 
horse power Westinghouse direct current motor. Current for the 
«ame is furnished from the main power plant. In connection with 
this change the method of lighting the drives, pump house, farm 
house and barn was also changed, all of the old unsightly poles and 
overhead wires across the lawn were removed. The wires for all 
purposes herein named were placed underground, run in conduits, 
bedded in concrete, according to the system followed on all work of 
this kind by the United States Government. Neat iron poles were 
placed where a light was required along the drives, and all the old 
wood poles removed and not before it was necessary, as we found 
when we came to remove them, many were found so rotten at the base 
that a moderate wind was liable to blow them over, and run the risk 
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or injuring any person who might happen to be in the way. All 
the changes and improvements herein noted have been completed and 
working very satisfactory. 

During the vacation period of 1910 the pupils who did not go away 
on vacati(m Aveie provided with suitable amusement from time to 
time, notably on the evening o'l July 4lh, we had a tine display of fire- 
works on the lawn, which was not only enjoyed by the pupils, but by 
many persons in this locality. A picnic at Mont Alto Park, August 
9th, is also one of the very pleasant recollections of 1910 vacation. A 
special train was provided.; they left the school in the morning at 8 
o'clock, and returning left the park at 7 o'clock in the evening^ giving 
them a good day's outing and pleasure. Every person at the school 
who had attended the former vacation outings or picnics agree that 
this was the most pleasant they ever attended. 

There were several changes in the list of employes at the opening 
of the school, September 1, 1910. Mr. John H. Pomeroy, who had 
been the head of the printing department from the time it was 
started, resigned to engage in other business. Mr. E. V. Fry, of 
Chambersburg, was appointed in his place. Miss Kuth Etter, 
Tailoress, resigned, and Miss Lou Dornor was selected for the place. 
All of the new appointees have been entirely satisfactory in every 
way. Miss Anna Morton, School and Music Teacher, also resigned, 
September 1st, and in the early part of October was married to Col. 
W. C. Bambrick, the Assistant Superintendent and Principal. Mr. 
Calvin L. Wagoner was appointed to take her place as a teacher, 
but Mrs. Bambrick continued as instructor of music until the end of 
the school year. Mr. Wagoner proved himself a valuable addition 
to the faculty. 

The annual commencement exercises held June 22nd and 23rd were 
attended by a large number of visitors, including a majority of the 
Commission, Department Commander N. P. Kinsley and meiub^is of 
the (t. a. K. from not only this locality, but from other sections of 
the State. Mrs. John B. Evans, of Carbondale, while attending the 
commencement, favored us by singing patriotic songs from time to 
time during the exercises. 

The graduating exercises, held in the morning of the 23rd in the 
Auditorium, was an impressive ceremony, and will no doubt be long 
remembered by not only the pu])ils in the graduating class, but by 
every person fortunate enough to be present. 

Forty-one graduates were presented with diplomas by the Hon. 
W. Bush (lillan, President Judge of Franklin County, who in a short 
address gave them some good, wholesome advice for their future 
guidance when called upon io take up the battles of life. One of the 
pleasant surprises during the exercises was the presentation of two 
silver medals and five books by Mr. W. J. Dooner, of Philadelphia, to 
pupils making the most satisfactory progress during the school year. 

The exercises closed on Sunday, June 25th, by the preaching of the 
baccalaureate sermon by Kev. J. E. B. Rice, the Chai)lftin of the 
school. 

The system of instruction in the Industrial Departments has been 
continued along the same lines as in the past, and the work accom- 
plished in the past year has been fully up to the standard. 
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While it was not on exhibition in either the wood or machine de- 
partment during commencement, the article most admired by every 
person was the large hall clock, the product of both these depart- 
ments, on exhibition in the parlor. The case was made in tlie wood 
department and tlie works in the machine department. This clock 
is by far the finest piece of work ever made in this school, but it 
does not say that it was all that was done in the past year, as aside 
from the clock the balance of the work on exhibition in both these 
departments was fully up to the standard of previous years. 

In the printing department the school News was issued as usual 
every second and fourth Thursday of each month for the entire year, 
in addition to the necessary ])rinting for not only this school, but 
Chester Springs School as well.

Work in the Mending, Shoe Bepairing and Laundry Departments 
111 the past year has been satisfactory in every way. 

The assignment of pupils to the various departments has been the 
same as on previous years. Each spending half day in school and 
half day in the industry to which they were assigned. 

While the health in general of the pupils has been very good during: 
the past year, yet 1 regret to report two deaths. Nellie Bobinson, 
after returning from vacation, it was found after careful examina- 
tion, had contracted tuberculosis. Principally through the efforts of 
Hon. Thad M. Mahon she was admitted to the Mont Alto Sanitorium, 
November 29th, 1910, but the trouble seemed to have gone too far and 
she died in April, 1911. 

Henry Adams was admitted to the School Hospital, December 22,- 
1910. After careful treatment for some time he gradually grew 
worse. Dr. John T. Culp, of Harrlsburg, was called in consultation 
and after a very careful examination the case was pronounced spinal 
meningitis, and an operation recommended as the only chance of 
saving his life. 

He was immediately taken to the Harrisburg Hospital and oper- 
ated on by Dr. Culp, but he died the next day, January 19, 19n.

Dear Sir: I herewith submit the sixteenth annual report of the 
Educational, Military and Commercial Departments. 

The policy of previous years, to give frequent examinations and 
tests, has been continued and every possible inducement given pupils^ 
to advance. Special classes were organized for backward pupils and 
an effort made to give them the training they could take to advantage. 
Classes for pupils who have advanced beyond the stated curriculum 
have been maintained throughout the school year. The success of 
these classes can best be noted by referring to the uniform high stand- 
ing our pupils take on entering more advanced schools. 

Pupils recently graduated from this institution are doing good 
work in the better schools of this and other States. 

While the hours devoted to Industrial training necessarily shorten 
the hours devoted to class room work the same curriculum is main- 
tained, and same advancement is made that is required where pupils 
devote full time to books. This is rendered possible by almost perfect 
attendance, promptness, obedience, and study periods under care of 
the teachers. Each higher grade pupil has been required to teach 
classes in lower grade work under direct supervision of the prin- 
cipal. 

Neatness and accuracy in all written work has been diligently 
sought. The commendation of experienced teachers, who examined 
the annual display, leads us to believe that a high degree of excellence 
has been attained. 

The work of the Curtin Literary Society has been highly beneficial 
and the last public program was probably the best ever given by the 
Society since its organization. 

ThanksgiTing, Christmas, New Year's, Lincoln's Birthday, Wash- 
ington's Birthday, l]aster and Memorial Day were fittingly cele- 
brated. Special vocal and band music was prepared for each occa- 
sion. 

Daily chapel exercises and weekly Sabbath School classes were 
maintained as usual and the Girl's Christian Endeavor Society did 
good work. Rev. J. E. B. Eice, of Scotland, preached in the school 
Auditorium on each alternate Sabbath afternoon. 

A class of forty-one was graduated on June 23rd and the honor 
pupils delivered their orations before a large and intelligent audi- 
ence. The other members of the class prepared and gave their 
orations before the pupils and faculty previous to commencemeni: 
time. 

Hon. W. Eush Gillan, present Judge of Franklin County, in an 
eloquent and masterful address, presented the diplomas to the class 
of 1911. 

Commercial Department. 

The classes in stenography, typewriting and telegraphy were given 
thorough training along their respective lines. Many of the more 
proficient being given actual practice in doing clerical work in the 
offices of the Superintendent and Principal. 
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Pupils comj)leting the prescribed work in this department and 
showing No. 1 efficiency have been unifornially successful in securing 
employment in honest competition with more highly favored boys 
and girls. 

Military and Physical Culture Department. 

The Military organization for the past year has been a three 
company battalion. All the boys have been required to take part in 
the infantry drills and ceremonies, unless physically disqualified. The 
officers and non-com. officers are given instruction and responsibili- 
ties to correspond with their rank. Both boys and girls are given 
carefully selected exercises, for the symmetrical development of their 
bodies and preservation of their health. The drills have been short, 
frequent and varied. 

On special occasions, many exhibiti(m drills have been given during 
the year, but training and development is the primary purpose and 
aim, of all the exercises. 

Outdoor sports have been encouraged and taught by competent 
instructors. The tennis, skating, swimming, football, baseball, 
K^roquet and many other games have been indulged in generally and 
with profit and jjleasure to the entire student body. 

As a rule the children have been obedient, studious and industrious. 
The continued support and counsel of sui)eriors, together with hearty 
co-operation of subordinates, has borne good fruit in the satisfactory 
results attained.

GENERAL J. P. S. GOBTN. 



On the first day of May, 1910, General John Peter Shindel Gobin 
died at his home in Lebanon, Pa.

him in a position of great usefulness to the Commission, and he was 
at all times ready to give of his time and his talents to promote the 
welfare of the orphans under his charge. 
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LAWS REGULATING SCHOOLS. 



ACT OF 1867. 



To provide for the continuance of the education and maintenance 
of the destitute orphans of the deceased soldiers and sailors and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers and sailors 
of the State. 

Whereas, Several considerable appropriations have been expended, 
for the proper education and maintenance of the destitute children 
•of the men of Pennsylvania, who died in defense of the Union during 
the late rebellion ; 

And whereas, It is incumbent upon the State to continue this pro- 
vision for those children who are now hers; 

And whereas, The experience thus far acquired in the perform- 
ance of this duty, now enables the Lej^^islature to regulate, by statute, 
the largely discretionary powers heretofore exercised in the i)remises : 
therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c., That the Governor of this Common 
wealth is hereby authorized and required to appoint by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, a State Superintendent of Soldiers' 
Orphans, for three years, from and after the date of said appoint- 
ment, to be subject to removal for cause, as other officers ap|)oiuted 
in like manner, are now, whose office shall be at Harrisburg, whose 
salary shall be the same as that of the State Superintendent of Com- 
mon Schools, and necessary traveling expenses, and who shall give 
bonds, with three sureties, to be approved by the Auditor General, 
and filed in the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, in the 
•sum of twenty thousand dollars, for the faithful performance of his 
dulies; the Superintendent shall have power to appoint one clerk 
and the Governor one male inspector and examiner, and one female 
assistant, each at a salary not exceec^ing one hundred dollai's per 
month, and necessary traveling expenses, to inspect and examine the 
Soldiers' Orphan Schools hereinafter provided for: Provided, That 
said Superintendent shall not, during the period of his superinten- 
■dency, have any pecuniary interest in any of the said orphans' 
schools. 

Section 2. That the State Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans is 
hereby authorized and empowered to contract with the trustees, pro- 
prietors, or princi|)als of institutions now employed as soldiers' or- 
phans' homes and schools, possessing such good and sufficient accom- 
modation as said Superintendent may approve, and of such other like 
institutions as may be necessary for the proper care, and main- 
tenance and education, at the expense of .the State, and until the age 
of sixteen years of the destitute orphan children of all such deceased 
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mother be dead, or has abandoned ►such orphans, but all applioa 
tions must be approved by the board of school directors, cimtrollers^ 
or superintending committee of the district, ward, or city in which 
the mother resides, if she makes the application, or in which the 
orhpans reside, in other cases, and the Superintendent (may acquire 
such other certiticate, from superintending committee, which com- 
mittee shall be appointed and hold ottice at the discretion of the 
Superintendent, and by and with the consent of the Governor, or 
from such other sources as he may deem necessary. 

Section G. That the said Superintendent be and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to procure a school or schools, or home or homes^ 
for the children of the colored soldiers and sailors who fell in the 
recent rebellion, subject to the same regulations and restrictions 
provided in relation to the education and maintenance of the or- 
phans of our white soldiers and sailors: Provided, That when he 
may deem it expedient to do so, the said Superintendent may waive 
the resti'iction in regard to number and acies and extent of accom- 
modation in the case of schools or homes for colored orphans. 

Section 7. That all contracts made by said Superintendent shall 
be characterized alike l)y a wise economy and a just regard for ser- 
vices rendered, and that no contract shall be nmde for a longer 
period than one year, unless with the sanction of the Governor, and 
in cases in Avhich it is clearly the interest of the State to contract 
for a longer period, such period in no case, however, to exceed five 
years: Provided, That all the contracts made under this act may 
be annulled at any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of such 
contract shall be made upim the conditiim of the continuance of 
said Soldiers' ()ri>han Schools by the Legislature of the State. 

Section 8. That the said Superintendent may, with the consent of 
the Governor, artord partial relief in kind, not exceeding thirty dol- 
lars per annum for each orphan, in case where, in his judgment, it 
is proper to sutler the orphans to remain with their surviving parents, 
or relatives, or guardians, and to receive instruction in the ]niblic 
schools of the CommonAvealth. 

Section 9. That all bids for the maintenance and education of the 
soldiers' orphans shall be paid quarterly, by warrant drawn directly 
upon the State Treasurei-, signed by the Superintendent of Soldiers'" 
Orphans, who shall lile a receipted bill for the same in the Auditor 
GeneraFs office before issuing the next quarterly Avarrant, which 
the State Treasurer is hereby forbidden to pay until such receipted 
bill is thus filed: Provided, That all amounts appropriated for the 
purchase of clothing, and the payment of partial relief, salai-ies and 
incidental expenses, may be drawn by the State Superintendent of 
Soldiers' Orphans, upon the Avarrants of the Governor, and the bills 
for the same settled semi-annually, at the Auditor General's office, 
in the usual manner. 

Section 10. That the Superintendent of Soldiers' Orphans shall 
require monthly, qimrterly and annual reports, according to such 
form as he shall prescribe, from each institution receiving soldiers' 
orphans at the expense of the State; and that said Superintendent 
shall, not later than the first day of December, one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-seA^en and annually thereafter, nmke a detailed 
report to the Governor of this Commonwealth, of all the soldiers' 
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orphans under his charge, their condition and progress, the num- 
ber of each respective age, from four to sixteen years, and such 
other information as he may deem expedient, together with the 
statement of receipts and disbursements by item, and estimates for 
ensuing years. 

Section 11. That when any of said orphans shall have arrived at 
the age of sixteen, or sooner, if deemed expedient, said Superin- 
tendent shall, at the written request of said orphan, and of his or her 
mother, guardian or next friend, put or bind him or her out to 
such trade and employment, and to such master or mistress, or em- 
ployer, as shall thus be requested, and for such terms as shall ex- 
pire, if a male, at or before the age of twenty-one, and if a female, 
xit or before the age of eighteen years ; in which indenture or ^ap- 
prenticeship, there shall be included such covenants for the future 
education of the orphan as said Superintendent may prescribe; 
and such apprenticeship shall be in all other respects, not herein 
provided for, subject to the provisions of the act of Assembly relating 
to the masters and apprentices, and the supplements thereto. 

Section 12. That upon the arrival at the age of sixteen years, each 
of said orphans who shall not desire to be apprenticed to a trade or 
-employment, shall be restored to the mother, guardian, or next 
friend, with a full outfit of clothes, and a certificate signed by the 
Superintendent and the principal of Ihe proper school, showing his 
or her moral standing, and literary and industrial attainments and 
<|ualifications. 

* Section 13. That the year, for all operations under this act, shall 
begin on the first ^londay of June in each year, and end on tlie dav 
preceding the first Monday of Junfe of the next succeeding; and all 
appropriations, hereafter made, shall be for the year, as herein 
determined, and made in like manner, and at the same time, as 
appropriations are now made for the general expenses of the gov- 
ernment. 

Section 14. That all acts or parts of acts, heretofore passed, and 
inconsistent with this act, be and the same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1889. 

To provide for the continuance of the education and maintenance of 
the destitute orphans of deceased soldiers, sailors and marines and 
the destitute children of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors and 
marines of the State. 

Wiiereas, On the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety, as appears from the report of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, there will be left under the care of the State and 
undergoing education in the soldiers' orphans' schools, about fifteen 
hundred and forty nine children whose ages will range at the date 
from five to sixteen years. 

And whereas. The greater number of these children have no homes 
and no persons to maintain and educate them, and the people of the 
Commonwealth are desirous that they shall be maintained at the 
public expense; therefore, 
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Section 1. Be it nacted, &c., That the Governor and five memhers- 
of the General Assembly, consisting of two Senators and three mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives, who shall be appointed by the 
President pro tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, 
respectively, together with a committee of five honorably discharged 
soldiers, members of the Grand Army of the Republic, be and the 
same are hereby constituted a Commission, who shall have power 
and authority vested in them under this act, from June first, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, to take charge of all chil- 
dren then in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or other institutions em- 
ployed as Soldiers' Orphan Homes and Schools. 

Section 2. That the Governor, the Senators and Members of the 
House of Representatives appointed on such Commission,' shall be 
anembers thereof until the third Wednesday in January, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-one, when their successors shall be 
named' by the presiding officer as aforesaid of the respective 
branches of the Legislature, and they shall continue as members of 
the Commission for the term of two years thereafter, and the suc- 
cessors shall be appointed in the same manner and continue their 
membership for the same term. The committee of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers shall be appointed by the Department Commander 
of the Departm^ent of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
and shall continue in office during the pleasure of said Department 
Commander. In case of a vacancy in the Soldiers' Orphan Schools 
Commission by death or any cause, the appointing power provided 
for shall have power to fill vacancies for the unexpired term. 

Section 3. That no compensation shall be allowed any members of 
the said Commission, save their actual expenses, and no member of 
the Commission shall be interested or concerned, financially, in any 
institution or school having charge of maintenance of said children. 
A suitable office at Harrisburg for the use of the Commission, shall 
be provided by the Commonwealth. 

, Section- 4. That the said Commission shall elect from their OAvn 
number, a president and secretary, and shall have power to appoint 
one male inspector and one female inspector, at a maximum salary 
for both, which shall not exceed twenty-eight hundred dollars and 
traveling expenses not to exceed four hundred dollars each per annum,, 
one chief clerk and one assistant clerk, at a maximum salary for both 
not exceeding thirty-two hundred dollars, said salaries and number 
of clerks to be reduced from time to time as may be found expedient. 

Section 5. That the said Soldiers' Orphans' Commission is hereby 
authorized and empowered to rent such buildings as may be neces- 
sary for the accommodation of the aforesaid orphans, and to appoint 
all officers, teachers and employes that may be found necessary for 
the proper care, maintenance and education at the expense of the 
State, and until the age of sixteen years, of the soldiers' children 
now in the several Soldiers' Orphan Schools in the Commonwealth,, 
under the provisions of the act approved the ninth day of April, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-seven, and its supplements: Pro- 
vided, That the authority hereby given to rent property shall not 
empower the Commission to pay an annual rental that shall exceed 
six per centum of cash value thereof, to be determined by three 
appraisers, one appointed on the part of the Commission, and one 
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by the owner or owners of the property, and the two selected shall 
choose the third: Provided further, That the said Soldiers' Orphan 
Commission shall not contract in any case with any individual, or 
firm, or partnership, or syndicate, for the care and maintenance of 
said soldiers' children, except for temporary care during the reor- 
ganization provided for in this act, for a period not exceeding six 
months from the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred 
and eighty-nine: And provided still further, That nothing in this 
act shall be construed to prevent the said Soldiers' Orphon Com- 
mission, at their discretion, from placing such children as boarding 
pupils in the Pennsylvania State College, the State Normal Schools, 
or in chartered orphanages or homes for friendless children not 
conducted for profit, and paying to such colleges. Normal schools, or 
charitable institutions, for the maintenance, clothing and education 
of such soldiers' children a sum not exceeding annually one hundred 
and forty dollars per capita. 

Section 6. That the Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall have power 
to make and prescribe rules and regulations for the government of 
institutions receivinsj Soldiers' Orphans, specify the character and 
quantity of food and' clothing that shall be furnishedand which shall 
be similar for all institutions of the same kind in the State, and 
decide upon the course of study to be pursued, which course shall 
embrace at least the usual branches of a good common school educa- 
tion, together with ijistructions in vocal music, military tactics, 
where practicable, and calisthenics, and the greatest variety possible, 
of household pursuits and mechanical and agricultural employments 
consistent with the respective sexes and ages of the said orphan 
children and their school room studies, and such rules as they deem 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. That all contracts for supplies, made under this act, 
may be annulled at any time for failure to fulfill the conditions of 
such contracts on the part of any contractor, of which failure the 
Commission shall be judges. 

Section 8. That all bills incurred shall be certified by the presi- 
dent and secretary of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools 
and paid quarterly by warrant drawn directly upon the State Treas- 
urer by the Auditor General. 

Section 9. That the said Soldiers' Orphan Commission shall not 
later than the thirty-first day of December, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-nine, and annually thereafter, make a detailed re- 
port to the Legislature of the Commonwealth of all the Soldiers' 
Orphans under their charge, their condition and progress, the num- 
ber of each respective age from five to sixteen years, and such other 
information as they may deem expedient together with the state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements, by items, and estimates for the 
ensuing year. 

Section 10. That upon the arrival at the age of sixteen years, each of 
said orphans shall be restored to his or her father, mother, guardian 
or next friend, with a full outfit of clothes and a certificate, signed 
by the principal of the proper school in which such orphan has been 
maintained and educated, showing his or her moral standing and 
literary or industrial attainments and qualifications. 
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Section 11. Tliat the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the first day of June of each year, and end on the thirty-first 
day of May of the year preceding. 

Section 12. The Legislature shall make necessary appropriation 
for contingent and traveling expenses of the Commission, and for 
the education and maintenance, including clothing, of each orphan 
or destitute.child of permanently disabled soldiers, sailors or marines 
under the care of the said (\mmiissi(m, the sum of one hundred and 
forty dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Section 13. That all moneys remaining to the credit of Depart- 
tment of Soldiers' Orphan Schools upon the first day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-nine, shall be placed to the credit 
of the Commission created by this act. 

Section 14. That all acts or parts of acts and supplements thereto, 
heretofore passed, which are inconsistent with this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 



ACT OF 1893.

Providing for the erectio7i of the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' 
Industrial School, the purchase of land and the erection and equij)- 
ment of the building and buildings necessary therefor, making ap- 
propriations for such purposes, erection and equipment and the 
maintenance of children admitted therein, placing the care of the 
< same in the Commission now known as the Commission of Sol- 
diers' Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, and regulat- 
ing, the admissions to the said Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' 
Industrial School and the said Soldiers' Orphan Schools. 

Section 1. Be it enacted, &c.. That there shall be erected at some 
point Avithin the State, easily accessible, a building or buildings, to 
be known as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School. 

Section 2. That the Commission now in charge of the Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools, are empowered to purchase not more than one hun- 
dred acres of ground, the title of which sliall I e vested in the Com- 
monwealth, and to erect buildings thereon, equipping the same with 
shops, tools, etc., for industrial training as well as for the educa- 
tional course, and for the maintenance of the Soldiers' Orphans, first 
taking security for the faithful performance of all contracts, and 
for the completion of the building and buildings in a substantial 
good and workmanlike manner. 

Section 3. The said Commission, as now C(mstituted, shall con- 
tinue until the third Wednesday in January, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-seven, at which time there shall be appointed 
by the President pro tempore of the Senate, two members thereof, 
and by the Speaker of the House, three members thereof, to serve 
for two years, and the Commander of the Department of Pennsyl- 
yania, Grand Army of the Eepublic, shall then recommend to the 
Governor, five honorably discharged soldiers for the appointment, 
who, if appointed by the Governor, shall be ai)pointed to serve for 
two years. The Governor shall be a member ex officio of the said 
Commission. At the expiration of the said terms of the said ap- 
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pointee their successors shall be appointed in like manner and for 
like term. Vacancies occurring in the membership of the said 
Commission shall be filled by the appointing powers as above set 
forth. 

Section 4. The said Commission shall elect, from their own num- 
ber, a president, secretary, financial secietary and treasurer, and 
shall employ all necessary clerks, teachers and employes necessary 
for the proper conduct and care of the schools. 

Section 5. The said Commission shall have full power to continue 
the Soldiers' Orphan Schools as now constituted, or, if necessary, 
change either, any or all of them, to other localities, until such time 
or times as the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School 
shall be completed or sufficiently advanced to accommodate said 
orphans, when the Commission shall close all of the said Soldiers' 
Orphan Schools. 

Section 6. The said Commission, under such rules and forms of 
applications as it may adopt, shall be and is hereby authorized to 
admit to said Soldiers' Orphan Schools, or to the Pennsylvania Sol- 
diers' Orphans' Industrial School, soldi ers' orphans, of parents resi- 
dents of this State, for a continuous period of not less than five years 
prior to their application, who shall be under fourteen years of age, 
to be educated and maintained therein until they shall severally be- 
come sixteen yeais cf a.i;e, nnlos sdoner discharged for cause by 
order of the Commission. 

Section 7. Preference in admission shall be as follows: 

First — Full orphans, the children of honorably discharged sol- 
diers, sailors or marines who served in the war for the suppression 
of the rebellion, and were members of Pennsylvania commands, or, 
having served in the commands of other States, or of the United 
Stales, were residents of Pennsylvania at the time of enlistment. 

Second — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines as above, whose father may be deceased and mother living. 

Third — Children of such honorably discharged soldiers, sailors or 
marines as above, whose parents may either, or both, be permanently 
disabled. 

Section 8. In order that the benefits of industrial training may be 
given to the children now in its soldiers' orphan schools, and who 
may arrive at the age to be discharged at or about the time of the 
opening of the said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, the said 
Commission is hereby empowered to extend the time of the dis- 
charge of such children, who may be fifteen and sixteen years of 
age, for the space of two years additional. 

Section 9. The per capita rate of the appropriation for the educa- 
tion and maintenance of the children admitted in the Pennsylvania 
Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School shall not exceed the sum of two 
hundred dollars per annum. 

Section 10. No compensation shall be allowed any member of the 
said commission, except such reasonable expenses as they may incur 
in the performance of their duties, and no member of said Commis- 
sion shall be directly or indirectly interested, financially, in any 
school under care of said Commission, or in the education and main- 
tenance of said soldiers' orphans, nor in furnishing supplies to or for 
the same, nor in the purchase of lands, erection of buildings or equip- 
ment of the same. 
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Section 11. TUe said CoiiimijsMon «Liiil, on or before the third 
Wednesday of January in each year, present to the Legislalurey 
under oath, a detailed report of the financial transaction of the pre- 
ceding year, setting forth in detail the amount of any moneys or 
other property received on account of suih Pennsylvania {Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School, and an itemized statement of the dis- 
bursements thereof. 

Section 12. That the year for all provisions under this act shall 
begin on the lii-st day of June iu each year, and end on the thirty- 
first day of May of the year then next succeeding. 

Section 13. To carry out the provisions of this act the following 
sums of money are hereby specifically appropriated out of any money 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, which sums shall be 
paid U) the treasurer of the Commission of Soldiers' Orphan Schools^ 
who shall first be required to give bond in the sum to be named by 
the said Commission, with security for the proper application of such 
moneys. 

First— For the establishing, building, furnishing and fitting up of 
said Tennsylvania Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, as herein- 
before provided, the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

Second — For the education and maintenance of the children, ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Ori)hans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing May thirty-first, (me thousand eight hundred and ninety-four^ 
the sum of ten thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Third — For the education and maintenance of the children ad- 
mitted to said Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, for the year end- 
ing .May thirty-first, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, the- 
sum of fifty thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Fourth — For the expenses of tlie Commission, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, the sum of three thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary. 

Section 14. All moneys to be paid on the warrant of the Auditor 
(leneral, draAvn qn the State Treasurer upon requisition, approved 
and certified to by the said Commission. 

Section 15. Any balance remaining unexpended for the year one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-four shall be available for the 
year one thousand eight hundred and ninety-five, in addition to the 
sum of fifty thousand dollars herein appropriated for that year. 

Section 16. That all acts or parts of act inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act shall be and the same are hereby rej)ealed.

discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of the Spanish-Almerican 
war, subject to present laws governing the control of said schools.

Orphan Schools of the State of Pennsylvania, under such rules and 
forms of application as it may adopt, shall and is hereby authorized 
and required to admit to the Pennsylvania Soldiers' Orphan Indus- 
trial School, or to the Soldiers' Orphan Schools, orphan or destitute 
children of honorably discharged soldiers, sailors and marines of 
the Philippine war; subject to the present laws governing the con- 
trol of the schools. 
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
